The present claims differ from the prior art in that the prior art fails to disclose the 
present formula, which has core structure below 



wherein one of Rl 1 and R12 represents a sulfo group and the other represents a carboxyl 
group, a methyl group or a mcthoxy group, the bonding position of Rl 1 is a para-position 
with respect to the azo group, R13 represents a methyl group, R14 represents a hydrogen 
atom, a methyl group or a methoxy group, R15 represents a methyl group, R16 represents 
a methyl group or a methoxy group, and R17 represents an amino group located in the 
para-position in respect to the -NHCO- group. 

The closest prior arts (JP 2002-275381 and US 6,399,752) disclose the compound 
of formula (I)
